The cit.\ water and light 
plant, 
located «ear Washington and Third 
streets, was threatened hv a >erious 
fire Wednesday night at 8:15 o'clock, 
when the interior (notions of 
the 
roof over tin* boiler room caught tire, 
doing damage estimated at 
approx­ 
imately #1,500 by A. T. Alabin, s u p ­ 
erintendent »>1 the plant. 
The lire was the most dangerous to 
tight that tin* lire department lias ev­ 
er encountered, the lire fighters being 
faced with dangers of electrocution, 
bursted Imilers and steam pipes, and 
with prospects of a heavy slate root 
caving in. 
Any mishap would have 
resulted 
fatally no doubt for 
firemen 
and 
volunteers, and it is considered for­ 
tunate that„the entire plant was not 
put out of commission. Electric ¡wiw - 
er and light was out otT wheti 
dan­ 
ger became more serious. 


The boiler room is undergoing a 
#49.000 improvement, being con vari­ 
ed into a modern building, and the 
new building is being erected around 
the old one, which in a measure made 
the fire doubly hard to reach, 
hut 
the high brick walls, it i> 
believed, 
checked the spread of the liâmes. 


The roof over the boiler room, that 
was on fire, is erected on temporary 
poles, which endangered the lives of 
those underneath. Of the loss, #500 
worth of glass window sash in the 
new building was destroyed by water 
turned on the flames, Supt. 
Ma bin 
stated today. 
The scaffolding and roof were ad 
on fire, and burning at a 
ferocious 
rate when discovered. It is believed 
that defective wiring, in the remod­ 
eling »¿i the building, was responsible 
for the blaze. 
Workmen at the plant used 
tiieir 
line of hose on the inside of 
the 
plant, and (notified the fire depart­ 
ment, which responded, and four ad­ 
ditional hose lines were laid 
from 
tin* plugs. 
The firemen laid 
I,i50 
feet of hose from two trucks, 
and 
were preparing to lay more 
lines, 
w hen it was announced that the blaze 
was being cheeked. It was about 30 
minutes before the fire was under 
control. 


Several months ago, during 
the 
noon hour, one day, the plant w a s 
endangered by fire from combustion 
in coal. The modern building to house 
the boiler rooms, is being constructed 
of fire proof material, and will 
be 
completed in two weeks, according 
to Mr. Mahin. 
It is said that a small portion 
of 
the loss is covered by insurance.

Thanksgiving day in Rushville was 
as quiet as 
the 
average holiday, 
business being practically suspended 
while people enjoyed the 
day, with 
special dinners at many large family 
gatherings. 
Turkey was the exception, rather 
the rule, on Rushville dinner tables, 
although most people living in the 
county, according to reports, Feast­ 
ed on the 4‘rare old bird.” 
The local demand for turkey just 
about took up the lo<-al supply and 
no turkeys were shipped out of Rush 
county this year, with a few* minor 
exceptions. 
Walter Thomas, of the 
Adams Produce company, said that 
he did not buy any turkeys for the 
eastern markets this year, due 
to 
the fact that there was 110 surplus 
over the amount needed to supply 
Rush county p«*ople. 
Turkey rais­ 
ers could get a higher price when 
they sold to local customers because 
the local market was higher than the 
price offered for birds to be shipped 
to large centers. 


G r o c e r s report the usual demand 
for Thanksgiving specials this year, 
such as oysters, celery and other in­ 
gredients of 
the average "Turkey 
Day” dinner. 
Exchanges given by 
church societies and other organiza­ 
tions in 
Rushville sold dozens of 
dressed chickens Wednesday, indica­ 
ting that this meat would he the fav­ 
ored one 011 most Thanksgiving din­ 
ner tables. 
No special Thanksgiving least was 
offered to the prisoners

There were no deliveries, however, 
neither on the city or the rural 
routes. 
The annual Thanksgiving services, 
in which all the churches of the city 
unite, will he held tonight at seven 
o’clock at the Main Street Christian 
church, instead of the morning, as 
has, been the. custom in the past. 
The sermon will he delivered by the 
Rev. FL W. Mclvbbon, pastor of the 
First United Presbyterian church.

It had been thrown from the road 
bridge forty feet above. 
The pretty beauty parlor worker 
is believed by police to have 
been 
followed from a ballroom and 
.at­ 
tacked as she got off the street ear 
n«*ar her home. 
Apparently a man, driving an en- 
elosed automobile kidnapped 
Airs. 
Whelchel about midnight 
Tuesday, 
alter she had alighted from a street 
•car. Frank M. Oberting, who 
lives 
near the scene of 
the kidnapping, 
sai«l he heard a woman scream short­ 
ly after midnight. 
He found Airs. Whelchel s hat aud 
an earring. The ground near the spot 
where Airs. Whelchel must 
have 
alighted from the street car, gave 
mute testimony of a struggle. Heel 
marks left by a woman’s shoe 
and 
the deeply imbedded prints 
of 
a 
man’s shoes was found. 
The course of the murder car from 
the scene of the midnight abduction 
to the bridge over the railroad track, 
remains a mystery. 
# 
The body was found lying parallel 
to the tracks. A jagged wound 
was 
found over Mrs. Whelchel’s left eye. 
Other wounds on the »forehead were 
apparently made by a blunt instru­ 
ment. Her left leg was broken prob­ 
ably caused from the fall off 
the 
bridge. 
Coroner Paul F. Robinson 
said 
Airs. Whelchel was probably dead be­

Charles Crldwell, Local Representa­ 
tive. Not Sure About Rating Of 


Cars With Winter Tops 


Charles Caldwell at tlie Triangle 
Garage, local representative for the 
secretary of state in tin* issuing of 
automobile licenses, lias just received 
his instructions regarding the dis­ 
tribution of the pla te s for 
1924, 
which will begin December 12 in every 
branch office. 
The order sets out the new changes 
that xwi 11 la* in effect, 
and 
calls at­ 
tention to the 
fact that the ¿924 
license business is closed December 
11. 
Under this order, p erso n s se­ 
curing the 1924 plates may use their 
own discretion about placing 
them 
‘«mi their machines prior to January 1. 
The limit for having 1924 plates 
is listed as February 15, in the in­ 
struction^ received by Air. Caldwell. 
The plates, however, were received 
here in June, and have been in stor­ 
age sineo then. 
They are orange 
in color, with black background. The 
passenger vehicles for Rush county 
will he licensed from 152,501 up to 
156, 000; the truck licenses for this 
county will range from 28,701 to 
29,000. The motorcycle licenses have 
not been received. 
The application for licenses for 
next year is a decided change, as 
the price is regulated by the weight 
of the car, the style and horse power, 
making it'a difficult thing to explain 
to various car owners. 
In 
most 
cases, it was pointed out today the 
license fee for next year will he trip­ 
led. 
All Fords will cost $8 for road­ 
sters and passenger cars, excepting 
slip-on bodies, which will cost $10. 
Notary publics this year will bo 
handicapped in making out the ap­ 
plications, and the state department 
has urged all car owners to make 
application direct with the branch 
office in person, in order to prevent 
any trouble or 
misunderstanding. 
The average notary will not ho pre­ 
pared to have the figures on the 
ars, and the local branch office has 
received notice to reject yll appli­ 
cations that are not filled out to the 
letter. 


Trucks are rated the same as 1923 
with the capacity of the truck receiv­ 
ing the rating, and not the weight 
of the ear, but the tonage capacity 
has been increased in price over last 
year. Trailers range from $3 to $40, 
according to their capacity.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 29— A sec­ 


ond atul more sweeping federal in­ 
vestigation of liquor law violations 


in Fort Wayne was foreshadowed to- 


day. 
Following 
statements 
made 
by 
Judge Anderson in sentencing 88 res­ 
id en ts of Fort Wayne who 
pleaded 
guilty to violation of the prohibition 
law, it was believed that the possible 
connection of Allen county and Fort 
Wayne officials with a liquor conspir­ 
acy which may rival the Gary liquor 
conspiracy ease would he investigat­ 
ed by the next federal grand jury. 
“Why are these persons, 
almost 
90 in number, dragged! into court and 
no police or city officials 
indicted?" 
Judge Anderson demanded when the 
Fort Wayne defendants fnc«*d him. 
“Certainly the officers must 
have 
Known of these violations. 
A ppar­ 
ently every one else did". 


Alexander G. 
Gavins, 
assistant 
United States District attorney, ex­ 
plained that when the grand jury re­ 
turned its indictments on Nov. 3, the 
federal officers did not have enough 
evidence to implicate any of the Fort 
Wayne officials, 


He said the government was 
in 
possession of an affidavit from one 
of the defendants saying certain po­ 
lice officers ¡1 ml city officials were 
implicated in the law violations.

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DAMAGE BY FIRE 


AT CITY'S PLANT 


Interior of Roof of Boiler 
Room 


Ablaze Before Being Discovered 


Wednesday Night 


FIREMEN WERE IN DANGER 


Constant Menace of 
Electrocution 


And Slate Roof Caving in— 


$1,500 Damage Done 


The city water and light plant 


located jneur Washington and Third 
streets, was threatened liy a serious 
fire Wednesday night at 8:15'o'clock 
when the interior portions, of 
tht 


roof over the boiler room caught fire, 
doing damage estimated at approx- 
imately $1,500 by A. T. Mahin, sup- 
erintendent of the plant. 


The fire was the most dangerous to 


fight that the fire department has ev- 
er encountered, the fire fighters being 
faeed with dangers of electrocution, 
burst ed boilers .and steam pipes, and 
with prospects of a heavy slate roof 
caving in. 


Any mishap would have resulted 


fatally no doubt for firemen and 
volunteers, and it is considered for- 
tunate that^the entire plant was not 
put out of commission. Electric pow- 
er and light was <?ut off when dan- 
ger became more serious. 


The boiler room is undergoing a 


$40,000 improvement, being 'Convert- 
ed into a modern building, and the 


. new building is being erected around 


the old one, which in a measure made 
the fire doubly hard to reach, but 
the high brick walls, it is believed, 
checked the spread of the flames. 


The roof over the boiler room, that 


was on fire, is erected on temporary 
poles, which endangered the lives of 
those underneath. Of the loss, .$500 
worth of glass window sash in the 
new building was destroyed by water 
turned on the flames, Supt. 
Mahin 


stated today. 
" • 
, 


The scaffolding and roof were nil 


on fire, and burning at a 
ferocious 


rate when discovered. It is believed 
that defective wiring, in the remod- 
eling (jf the building, was responsible 
for die blaze. 


Workmen at the plant used their 


line of hose on the inside of 
the 


plant, and (notified the fire depart- 
ment, which responded, and four ad- 
ditional hose lines were laid 
from 


fire pings. 
T!ie firemen laid 
1,750 


feet of hose from two trucks, 
and 


were preparing to lay more lines, 
when it was announced that the blaze 
was being checked. It was about 30 
minutes before the fire was under 
control. 


Several months ago, during the 


noon hour, one day, the plant was 
endangered by fire from combustion 
in coal. The modern building to house 
the boiler rooms, is being constructed 
of fire proof material, and will be 
compleled in two weeks, according 
to Mr. Mahin. 


It is said that a small portion of 


the loss is covered by insurance.

Whelchel about midnight Tuesday, 
after 'she had alighted from a street 
•ear. Frank M. Oberting,'who lives 
near the scene of the kidnapping, 
said he heard a woman scream short- 
ly after midnight. • 


He found Mrs. Whelchel's hat and 


an earring. The ground near the spot 
where Mrs. Whelehel must' 
-have 


alighted from ihe street car, gave 
mute testimony of a struggle. Heel 
marks left by a woman's shoe and 
the deeply imbedded prints of

man's shoes was found.

diana, to have each cow. of their herd 
examined by a regular practicing vet- 
erinary, once each year for tuberculo- 
sis and other infectious diseases, filing 
sworn statements with the number of 
cows iii their herd, their color' and 
name of .'each cow in their herd,, with 
the, clerk of the city of Rushville, In- 
diana, and a sworn. statement of a reg- 
ular practicing veterinary that each" of 
their cows are free from ^tuberculosis 
and all other infectious diseases. 


Providing for additional-cows to be
